exander. 


The king issued degrees at an ex- 


traordinary session of the cabinet 
last night proclaiming a new con- 
stitution to supersede the suspend- 
ed bill of rights of 1921 and ap- 
pointing a new ministry representa- 
tive of the traditional political par- 
ties. 
His proclamation as posted in the 


streets said that he was convinced 
that the experience obtained dur- 
ing the dictatorship now permitted 
a definite organization of state in- 
stitutions and that he intended car- 
rying out a national policy on a 
broad basis of direct colaboration 
with the people. 
The new constitution assures civ- 


il liberties and political rights simi- 
lar to those in western European 
countries, as well as liberty of the 
pr-ess. Re-constitution of the ancient 
province of Sovendi, long a 
sore 


spot in the territorial changes grow- 
ing out of the "World War, also is 
provided for. 


Legislative power will be vested 


in a chamber and a senate. The 
chamber will be elected by universal 
direct suffrage and secret ballpt for 
four years., meeting in ordinary ses- 
sion on Octvf20 of each year.

STOLEN BONDS 


Bank Employe Who Stole 
$2,500,000 Refuses to 
Fight Case Against Him 


Chicago—M»)—Seeking no mercy, 


Walter E. Wolf, the hard working, 
thrifty manager of the coupon de- 
partment of the Continental Illinois 
Bank & Trust company 
today de- 


voted himself to helping: attorneys 
for that institution and for the in- 
surance company, Lloyd's, recover 
as much ac possible of the estimated 
$2,500,000 which he is accused of 
embezzling. 


The veteran employe who weath- 


ered two bank mergers declined to 
retain a lawyer. He was told last 
night that he would be held at least 
two weeks longer in the custody of 
the lawyers and private detectives 
who are guard>ng him in a loop ho- 
tel. He spends his nights there and 
his days partly In the bank and part- 
ly In the brokerage offices where he 
played the market. 


For it was through playing the 


grain and stock market, bank offi- 
cials said, that he began to embezzle. 
Back In 1918 he took 
a gilt-edge 


bond from the bank to increase his 
margin on a falling stock. He did it 
in an audit-proof manner. When he 
took the bond, he also took the rec- 
ord, 
so that nothing remained at the 


bank to show its disposition. When- 
ever Wolf found it necessary to pro- 
duce the bond, he merely substituted 
another equally valuable 
bond by 


the same method.

In this way his speculations grew, 


but Wolf, throughout 
13 years of 


losing speculation, never was able 
to use more than $500 for his person- 
al needs, bank officials said. Thus 
this quiet suburban resident lived in 
his rented seven-room home, to all 
appearances, within his 
$5,000 a 


year income. 


Wolf seemed little interested in 


protecting himself. Bank 
officials 


said he confessed to the speculations, 
and produced records to show where 
almost $1,000,000 worth of unques- 
tionable securities were deposited by 
him with brokers as margins to cov- 
er various accounts. Lawyers for the 
bank and Lloyd's expressed the be- 
lief that the collateral 
now held 


could be recovered, although they 
admitted it might require a long 
legal fight.

The fatal accident at the intersec- 


tion of Highways 10 and 26 again 
forcibly calls public attention to the 
necessity for more adequate protection 
of human life at that-crossing. Not less 
than a dozen accidents have taken 
place at that intersection in the last 
two.years, two of which resulted in fa- 
talities and most of the others in seri- 
ous injuries. 


All the accidents have been due to 


failure of motorists on Highway 26 
to see or heed the arterial stop signs 
which give right of way to traffic on 
Highway 10. Almost invariably 
the 


excuse has been that the drivers did 
not see the signs at all, or did not see 
them until it was too late to stop. 


The attention of state highway au- 


thorities, who have jurisdiction over 
these roads, repeatedly has been called 
to the dangers at the intersection and 
some months ago a promise was ob- 
tained that signal lights would be in- 
stalled, but up to now nothing has 
been done about it.

In view of the heavy toll of death

There 
is sufficient evidence that the arterial 
and other warning signs now on" the 
highway are insufficient and that oth- 
er methods must be adopted. 


Automobile traffic lights probably 


are the most effective 
means now 


available and should be installed until 
a more efficient or satisfactory method 
of halting traffic can be devised. Delay 
may mean more fatalities and the re- 
sponsibility will be upon those" who 
have a duty to perform but fail to do 
it. 


WHEN SILENCE ISN'T GOLDEN 


In the investigation of the affairs of 


the Eranklin State Bank, recently 
closed at Milwaukee, W. A. Schroeder, 
its president, was invited to 
testify 


what he knew about the affairs of the 
institution and requested to sign a 
waiver of immunity. 


He declined the invitation. 
Instead, his attorney issued a state- 


ment asserting his client's innocence 
of wrong doing, as though an attorney 
for a man might be expected to charge 
him with guilt. 


Odd, sometimes, what a dull pro- 


cedure is gone through by intelligent 
people in assuming that they are talk- 
ing to thousands who have no intelli- 
gence at all. 


This lawyer's 
statement 
says: 


"Schroeder desires to state that he is 
free of guilt and any wrong doing 
whatever in connection with the af- 
fairs of the bank, and further states 
that no act of his has resulted in eith- 
er loss to the bank or gain to him- 
self." 


Still, when it comes to answering 


specific questions, getting down 
to 


brass tacks, the witness says that "un- 
der advice of counsel" he elects to re- 
main mum. 


The legal profession would improve 


its position by omitting the statement 
that a client is as innocent as a gam- 
boling lamb and boldly asserting that 
he isn't talking because of mumps, in- 
fected tonsils, lockjaw or some more 
suitable excuse. 


A man who has been president of a 


bank owes a great deal in the way of 
a frank and candid statement, not only 
to his directors and stockholders, but 
to the depositors who did business with 
the institution and believed that, at 
least, it was operated honestly. 


When the affairs of a bank are being 


• investigated and its president refuses 


to' answer questions concerning its 
transactions he has failed entirely to 
appreciate the obligation which his re- 
cent position has put upon him. 


It is natural that suspicion of mis- 


conduct arises immediately when a 
man whose duty is to speak remains 
silent. 


And this suspicion cannot be offset 


by a sanctimoniously worded message 
from a paid advocate nor can such 
message in any manner satisfy the just

est taxi war the city has seen In 
many years. 


Not since the celebrated "jitney" 


days can one ride around as cheaply 
as now. 
Swarms of government 


clerks have 
discovered they can 


sleep later In the morning and still 
arrive at their offices on time in a 
"taxi for less than street car fare. 


Here's how they do it. TTnmetered 


cabs with a rate of 20 cents any- 
where in the city proper, no matter 
how many passengers, cruise the 
streets. 
Four or five government workers 


who live in the same part of town 
get together and taxi to their of- 
fice. 


They not only dodge the traffic on 


street cars which is the heaviest at 
this hour, but they also roll up to 
their departments in style for some- 
thing like four cents each. 


The cab drivers have also found 
that 
by 
cruising 
along selected 


routes In the morning and afternoon 
they are able to pick up a half dozen 
loads each way. 


Puzzling Traffic 


Washington's 
traffic 
problems 


have long been peculiar. 


For one thing there are two sepa- 
rate street car systems. For years 
efforts have been made to merge 
them satisfactorily, but as yet ne- 
otiations have been In vain. 


Aside from the rush hours—be- 


tween 8 and 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and after 4:30 in the afternoon— 
the haul is not so great. 


Then too, when the great French 


engineer, L'Enfant, laid out the city 
his plans were along military lines. 


To prevent a recurrence of any- 


thing like what happened In Paris 
during the reign of terror he placed 
at various points in the city 
"cir- 


cles"—beautifully 
gardened

parks. 
It was his idea that guns placed 


here would have an all around fire

Street Cars Taboo 


The wide diagonal avenues, with a 


few exceptions, are reserved for ve- 
hicular traffic. No street cars are 
permitted to operate on them. 


"Uncle Sam also has a habit of 


planting one of his big government 
buildings right in the 
middle of 


things. Frequently one of these will 
block 
off two or "three through 


streets. Again the street cars and 
vehicular traffic must wind about to 
dodge them. 
Pending traffic reforms, the gov- 


ernment clerks are taking full ad- 
vantage of the cheap cab rates. The 
street car companies complain that 
they are losing thousands of pas 
sengers. 
Congress and the district govern- 


ment look on helplessly, wondering 
what they can do.

dent roads. President Hoover made 
announcement concerning the agree- 
ment, and In his statement at that 
time said

might be regarded "as a contribu- 
tion to the recovery of business by 
enlarging opportunity

ment and by increasing the financial 
stability of all the railroads, and 
particularly, some 
of the weaker 


roads." 
That was on Dec. 30, 1930.

Sept. 2, we have this situation: 


For seven months to July 31 this 


year, these being the latest figures 
available, the gross earnings of the 
four major systems that were to be 
consolidated, alorg with 
those of 


properties that were 
allocated to 


them, show a reduction 
of nearly 


$250,000,000. At the same time net 
earnings have declined $75,000,000.

Central has been reduced from $8 a 
share to $6 a share, that of the Bal-

The professional parent is among us 
taking notes. She and he, usually 
it is mother, because she has more 
:ime to spare and the children are 
her special care, Invade the school, 
the playground,

everywhere bristling, Interjecting, 
stimulating. I rather dread th'e pro- 
fessional parent. Something of the 
amateur 
should linger 
about the 


mission of parenthood, it seems to 
me. The professional touch Is likely 
;o be 
cold, polished rather than 


;ender, scientific rather than affec- 
;ionate. 


The professional 
parent always 


asks about tests, 'I. Q's, standard 
measurements, methods and the lat- 
est word from the laboratory. These 
are- important. They are necessary 
for the guidance of the conscientious 
parent, but they are not the first in 
mportance. That place is haled by 
the actual child. 
What he -needs 


governs the findings of the labora- 
tories as far as his education and 
growth are considered. 


"I'm troubled about my son. The 


doctors say he is perfectly healthy 
jut he Is underweight according to 
:he standard measurement charts. I 
can't get him to take more than a 
quart of milk a day, and he must 
lave a bit of chocolate every day or 
he stops the works." 


"Does he eat well and sleep well 


and play well?"

"O my yes. He is a perfect little 


animal in all those respects. But he 
Is underweight." 


"How much?" 
"Two pounds." 
"I'd consider him all right if that 


s all. Children vary far more than 
:wo pounds from the standard of 
the charts. If they are well and hap- 
py, eating and sleeping and playing, 
50 on-serenely. They will do. 


"Some children 
are leaner than 


others, some are fatter. You know 
(hat as well as I do. Before the day 
of the standard charts your grand- 
mother said, 'He is naturally skinny. 
But he Is wiry. It takes a lean horse 
to run a long race. Feed him and 
sleep him and exercise him 'and he's 
all rjght.' She was not far wrong 
in my experience."

Use all the knowledge you 
can gather but adjust" it to the needs 
of your particular charge.

jrfdering whether a tax increase or 
another bond issue would be 
the 


proper solution of the- problem. 
- Efforts to curtail outlays in this 
new fiscal year apparently have met 
•with but a modicum of success. Since 
July 1, the deficit in. the treasury 
has grown to ^395,365,000, with the 
receipts amounting to but $230,399,- 
151 against outlays totaling $626,- 


' 664,751. 
The deficit is $144,000,000 


larger than that for the same two 
months last year. 


The prediction that 
government 


expenditures for the next fiscal year 
would, be cut drastically was made 
-by Chairman "Wood of the house ap- 
propriations committee. His group 
-originates all the appropriation bills 
^providing funds for government oper- 
-ation. 


Indicate Slashes 


The Indiana representative said 


-slashes would be made in expendi- 
tures for the army and navy and 
^expressed the hope the farm board

Deficit Added to Debt 


The deficit of $903,000,000 for the 


fiscal year ending July 1 was added 
to the national debt largely through 
long term bond issues. It was the 
first time the treasury had--such a 
deficit in the past 
decade. 
The 


$396,000,000 deficit in the new fiscal 
year, like the former, was attributed 
to a sharp decline in revenues, due 
to the falling off of income tax, cus- 
toms and other receipts and increas- 
ed outlays for various government 
building, relief and other projects. 


The statement of the treasury yes- 


terday showed the farm board ex- 
pended 
$62,525,743 in July 
and 


August compared to $15,994,940 in 
the same period last year. The postal 
deficit, which probably will exceed 
more than $100,000,000 this year, 
had reached $20,000,000 since July 
1. 


Income tax collections during the 


two months amounted to $46,579,460, 
a decline of $9,000,000, but customs 
duties totaled $72,719,733 an Increase 
of $14,000,000 over last year.

For the truth Is that the produc- 


tivity of a tax depends not on. gov- 
ernment fiat but on human nature. 
The theory that the wealthy If taxed 
heavily would bring in the neces- 
sary revenue, to take care o£ deficits 
has been exploded by the treasury's 
experience. The higher the rates, 
the less revenue collected; while the 
lower the rates, the higher the re- 
turns. 


And as for big revenue- producers, 


the indirect taxes which used to be 
referred to as "nuisance taxes" have 
been most helpful of all. 
But 
the 


moment they are suggested there 
is political opposition. If a sales tax 
were Imposed on automobiles, 
the 


automotive industry would dislike It. 
If the motion picture tax were re- 
stored, there would be protests from 
the motion picture 
theaters 
that 


they are having hard enough times 
as It is without other impediments 
to Increased attendance. And so it 
goes through all the Indirect taxes. 


.But congress will have to decide 


the kind of taxes Imposed and pol- 
tics will have much to do with it.
